Then reason ufter reason is produced to ac- 
count for tho apparent (we dare not venture 
to call ié real) Jack of resulta, One man-aa- 
serta that higher education ia required, anu: 
ther-strong-in the strength of ‘Apostolic pre- 
cédent alleges the advantage of the Mission- 
‘aries being: “‘unlearneil and ignorant men.” 
‘One party alleges the paramount necessity 
of native costume, anothur the: relinquish- 
ment of the trade in opium. -Oue venerable 
layman has lately pointed out that faith is 
the one thing needfnl, while another lay 
veteran in the China. field insisted last year 
on the overwhelming importanca of a good 
ear for the * tones,» We have, on: more 
than one occasion, ad verted to-this aubject; 
‘and our views on the miter are in the 
handa of our readera ; Wo are induéed how- 
ever to revert tothe well-worn theme not 
ouly because of its absorbing interest, but 
also in consequence of a communication 
lately published in our. columns, _. Our 
Monday’s issue contained a letter signed
